Proved Working Val Value on Western 
Front During the War 
Aside from its histofic, political and 
strategic interest, says a student-of 
Present conditions in that much dis- 
cussed provin¢ge of China, Shantung 
is a “vast reservoir . of potentially 
high-grade’ Jabér; which furnished 
some 150,008 coolies who: proved their 
working value on the wes ern. front 
during the war,.and from which. an- 
other 250,000-will probably soon be 


recruited. for reconstructién work inf 


France. American-trained Chinese, 
it is said, are to pgcpare this hew_ex- 
odus of coolies for their pilgriniage 
of useful labor. At home the Shan- 
tung coolie. or farmer works a soil 
that has been impoverished by: ¢ulti- 
vation ‘ower several cerituries, yet 
manages to grow three crops. every. 
two years and support as many: far- 
mers to the square mile as were sup- 
ported in Belgium before the - war 
under the most highly developed: ag- 
ricultural conditions. That Shantung 
is so importantly undet world dis- 
eugssion makes little difference to the 
coolie, a stalwart, slow-thinking but 
far from stupid fellow, interested in 
his ctops: and in the behavior’6f the 
old’ Hwang-ho River, always threat- 
ening to break through its earthen 
embankments and flood the country. 
Sixteen hours a day the Shantung 
€oolic has been accustonied to toil 
for a mere pittance; and it is yet to 
be seen whiat effegt the pay and suf- 
ficient food of European employment 
will Kaye. on«those who return to 
China and on others to whom they 
tell the’ tale of more satisfactory in- 
dustrial conditions.

The 
pe ople, being tired of the old po- 
llitics of the Stewart government, 
want something that will de- 
vote itself to their interests alone, 
irrespective of poitical ambitions. 

Tha Stewart government play- 
ed a mean trick when it went into 
Red Deer and defeated one of its 
own supporters by using a partiz- 
an candidate. Jt is only getting 
the same punishment now in Coch- 
rane and however one may regard 
the election itself, one cannot sym- 
pathise very strongly with it.
